STEP DOWN, NEXT CASE: Time ran out 
on the plan to abandon Pimlico and switch the 
Maryland Jockey Club’s dates to Laurel. The 
Maryland General Assembly adjourned April 1 
without having an opportunity to explore fully 
the merits of the bill. The measure died in the 
Senate Finance Committee. 

Pimlico is safe for another year, or until the 
Legislature gets another crack at similar ideas. 
Between now and next January when the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly will open the "short” 1958 ses¬ 
sion, the Legislative Council will study the 
matter. 

Briefly, the Pimlico-Laurel consolidation plan 
was too controversial and involved to be settled 
in the closing rush of the Legislature, at which 
a record number of 1,586 bills were introduced. 

Further complicating and hopelessly ensnarl- 
ing the bill was a proposed amendment by State 
Senator Northrop of Montgomery county, which 
would cause Pimlico—in the event of a transfer 
—to pay the State nearly $2,000,000 in compen¬ 
sation for modernizing its plant with monies de¬ 
rived from the Improvement Fund. 

After earlier having refused to express an 
opinion on the proposed consolidation, the 
Maryland Racing Commission, several weeks 
later, lent its voice in support of the bill. The 
board was swayed, Chairman D. Eldred Rine¬ 
hart said, by space limitations which prevent 
Pimlico from being developed into a modern 
racing plant. In support of the latter state¬ 
ment he added that there is no railroad facility 
accessible to Pimlico; that it is located in a 
metropolitan area with limited possibilities of 
expansion; that vitally necessary land needed 
for stabling and parking areas has been denied 
under zoning regulations; that business inter¬ 
ests in Baltimore have disapproved of racing 
on dates assigned by the commission; and that 
short, split meetings which are dictated by 
current conditions in Maryland tend to dis¬ 
courage some of the better stables from racing 
in Maryland. 

EVEN UP: Upon hearing this, Donald 
Lillis, president of Bowie, offered to swap his 
plant for Pimlico. Lillis will not concede that 
Pimlico’s usefulness as a racing center is be¬ 
hind it. Shortly after announcing his offer to 
trade Bowie for Pimlico, Lillis produced 
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sketches showing how Pimlico could be im¬ 
proved to make it a "big-league racetrack.” 

Lillis proposed a five-story parking garage 
back of the grandstand with four or five ramps 
leading up to it. A motorist, after parking his 
car, would walk from the parking area through 
corridors and doorways into the grandstand, 
from the level on which his car would be 
parked. 

Under the Lillis plan, the Pimlico grand¬ 
stand would be tripled in size; another large 
parking lot east of Pimlico road would be 
resurfaced and would be connected by an 
underground moving walkway to the east end 
of the grandstand. Stables to the rear of the 
grandstand would be razed and an entirely 
new set of stables would be constructed in the 
triangle formed by the track’s backstretch. Bel¬ 
vedere Avenue and Pimlico Road. Stables would 
accommodate 800 horses and have dormitory 
facilities for 320 stable hands. 

These improvements, Lillis estimated, would 
cost $2,000,000. If allowed, he said he would 
either make Pimlico the peer of any track in 
the country, or build a new track within the 
city limits or touching them. 

Ben Cohen, speaking for Pimlico, termed 
Lillis’ plan a "Rube Goldberg fantasy,” saying 
that it would require from 14 to 15 million dol¬ 
lars to complete the program as outlined. 

Whatever the cost, Lillis’ plans for Pimlico 
served their purpose, sidetracking thinking 
while time ran out. Perhaps it was a fantasy 
after all. 

While Lillis was presenting his plan, Janon 
Fisher, Jr., took a slightly different tack but 
agreed with the Bowie prexy in that it was 
neither necessary nor desirable to move racing 
away from Pimlico. 

Fisher, in a letter to Senator John Grason 
Turnbull and other members of the Senate 
Finance Committee, recalled an idea envisioned 
some 20 years ago by the late Vaughn Flan¬ 
nery, calling for Pimlico to acquire a training 
site away from the track. Fisher stated that 
off-the-course stabling would relieve conges¬ 
tion at the track and free 12 acres now used 
for stabling for parking. 

Flannery’s suggestion came during the Al- 
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The Maryland-bred PYLADES, winning the Santa Barbara Handicap at Santa Anita, now is the 
property of Mr. R. O. J. Streuber.

fred G. Vanderbilt regime at Pimlico. The late 
artist s idea was for the Maryland Jockey Club 
to purchase 200 to 300 acres in Green Spring 
or Worthington valleys, construct a one-mile 
training track, stalls for 800 to 1,000 horses, 
and transport Thoroughbreds back and forth 
between track and training site. This, said 
Flannery, would reduce by 80 per cent the 
stable area needed at the track. 

In support of his plan, Fisher stated that 
40 per cent of all horses running at the mile 
tracks in Maryland are stabled away from those 
courses at which they are competing. 

AND OTHER CONSIDERATIONS: Sol 
J. Friedman, member of the House of Dele¬ 
gates from Baltimore’s Fourth Legislative Dis¬ 
trict, introduced a bill which would bar mem¬ 
bers of the Maryland Racing Commission and 
other officials from racing horses in Maryland. 

Also under consideration was a bill which 
would reduce from three years to one year the 
period the State must hold in escrow uncashed 
mutuel tickets before monies accruing there¬ 
from revert to the State. 

Friedman’s bill was introduced after the 
Maryland Racing Commission enacted a new 
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rule which would bar a steward, placing judge, 
racing secretary, or placing judge from run¬ 
ning horses owned by them at a meeting at 
which they are employed. Friedman took ex¬ 
ception to the fact that members of the Rac¬ 
ing Commission did not come under the pro¬ 
visions of the board’s new rule. 

There was no action on any of the above pro¬ 
posals. The 1957 General Assembly closed with¬ 
out enacting any racing legislation. Also expir¬ 
ing along with Friedman’s bill were several pro¬ 
posed by State Senator Anthony F. DiDomenico. 
His measure would have prohibited racing be¬ 
fore March 15; computed breakage at a nickel 
instead of a dime; excluded children under 16 
from admission to State tracks; and reduced the 
number of racing dates at mile tracks from 120 
to 100. 

TIMONIUM’S AND MARYLAND’S 
LOSS: Death of William F. Schluderberg on 
March 2 removed from Maryland one of its 
most progressive and active sports boosters. 
Mr. Schluderberg’s closest racing connection 
was with Timonium at which he served as 
president. He played a dominant role in the 
drive to ’’Save Timonium” in 1950 when that 
property was on the verge of being sold for 
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industrial purposes. Each year, during the 
Fair’s tenure, Bill Schluderberg was in con¬ 
stant attendance, overseeing every facet of the 
operation, from midway to milking barns. 

At a meeting of Timonium directors fol¬ 
lowing the death of their president, John H. 
Zink was elected to succeed Schluderberg in 
the president’s chair. Zink, president of the 
Heat and Power Company, was elevated to his 
new post from that of treasurer. 

At the same time, Eli C. Wareheim was 
named chairman of the board; John M. Heil, 
vice-president; and Homer S. Remsberg, 
treasurer. Richard N. Willis and Granville 
Hibbard, remain in their positions of secre¬ 
tary and vice-president, respectively. 

In addition to his other duties as an officer, 
Heil will continue to serve as general manager. 

Timonium stockholders have approved a 
5500,000 bond issue for a new grandstand 
which is expected to be completed in time for 
the 1958 meeting. Its final cost will be in the 
neighborhood of $1,000,000. 

AN OLD FRIEND RETURNS: Mrs. Ella 
K. Bryson’s Maryland-bred five-year-old Kinda 
Smart gave eight rivals a "cooking lesson” 
when he scooted six furlongs in 1:11 to win 
the Burch Memorial Handicap on February 23. 
After putting away the early pacesetter. Sand 
Boy, the son of High Lea—March Scholar, by 
* Rhodes Scholar, drew off to a three-quarter 
length victory. A. H. "Frenchy” Bowen’s Fab¬ 
ricator was second, a length and a quarter in 
front of G. W. Parker’s Sand Boy. 

The Burch was Kinda Smart’s ninth win in 


43 starts, spanning a little over three seasons. 
He had been second 19 times and third twice, 
earning $80,208, when the Burch purse was 
added to his record. 

Foaled at the Bryson’s Elray Farm, Bel Air, 
February 8, 1952, Kinda Smart won the Tyro 
and Pimlico Breeders’ Stakes and placed in 
four other stakes at two. His dam also pro¬ 
duced Wise Scholar, winner of the Hialeah 
Juvenile and the Bowie Breeders’ Stakes in 
1952. 

Elmer Trueman trained the Bryson horse 
for the Burch and Jockey Dave Gorman per¬ 
formed the saddle chores. 

Later, in the Southern Maryland Handicap, 
Kinda Smart fractured the coffin bone in his 
left foreleg. Trueman fitted the consistent 
sprinter with a steel bar shoe and hopes to 
return him to training this year. 

TURNABOUT: Reversing the decision 
handed him by Kinda Smart in the Burch 
Memorial, A. H. Bowen’s topweighted Fabri¬ 
cator took the seven-furlong Southern Mary¬ 
land Handicap on March 2. There were only 
two pounds (118 to 116) and a length and a 
quarter between the pair at the end. Kinda 
Smart s effort is ample testimony to the cour¬ 
age of the Thoroughbred for later it was found 
he had suffered a linear fracture of the coffin 
bone of his left foreleg. 

Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs’ Paper Tiger, which 
does his best running through the stretch, 
closed well to be third, while forfeiting ground 
on the overland. 

Owner-Trainer Bowen entrusted the Johns 
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KINDA SMART drives to victory in the Burch Memorial Handicap. The Maryland-bred son of 
High Lea, under Dave Gorman, beat Fabricator. Later, Kinda Smart was injured and retired.

Blanc for the seven furlongs. On a slow track 
this pair negotiated the distance in 1:23 4/5. 
Fabricator, winner of the Ponce de Leon Han¬ 
dicap at Tropical Park in December, has won 
8 of 34 starts, been second 9 times, third 4 
times and has earned $57,360. 


Fabricator’s victory was well received by a 
plurality of punters at Bowie: he went off as 
the 7-to-5 favorite. 

THE FIRST: There are more valued Turf 
prizes than the Barbara Frietchie Handicap, 
but to Mrs. L. G. Voigt, Jr., of Flint Rock, 
Virginia, Bowie’s filly-mare race might as well 
have been the Delaware Handicap, for it was 
the lady owner’s first sucess in an added-money 
race. Mrs. Voigt shared her good fortune with 
others and duly recorded the event by sending 
a case of champagne to the pressbox. 

The apple of Mrs. Voigt’s eye (hie) is 
Solar System, a daughter of the * Blenheim II 
stallion. Air Hero, and the *Ksar mare, Scotts- 
wood. The homebred six-year-old’s record: 
50 starts, 11 wins, 13 seconds, 7 thirds and 
$52,100. She has won in each of her five 
seasons on the track. 

Getting in the Frietchie with (hie) 113 
pounds, four less than the topweighted Cool 
Stream, Solar System never was far out of the 
running. J. Lynch placed her immediately be¬ 
hind Scansion until turning for home, then 
cut loose to win easily by four lengths. C. T. 
Chenery’s Scansion, making her first start of

the year, held on well to be second. Walter J. 
Appel’s Cool Stream, said not to have appre¬ 
ciated the slow footing, was third. J. Woods 
Garth trains Solar System. 

NAILED ON THE POST: The fact that 
the Valenzuela brothers, Angel and Ismael, 
regularly ride for such prominent establish¬ 
ments as Llangollen Farm, C. T. Chenery and 
Elmendorf Farm, is ample testimony to their 
prowess as racehorse pilots. We remember 
being present one day when Liz Whitney 
Person Lunn admonished Ismael (Milo) after 
one of her horses had failed to win a big 
stakes. 

’'Milo, your mother didn’t pray enough,” 
Liz remonstrated. "You tell her to pray harder 
next time, you hear me!” 

"She prayed, but maybe it wasn’t my turn, 
Liz,” the little Latin told his employer. (Ismael, 
you see, has 11 brothers and sisters). 

Of course, Mrs. Lunn didn’t expect Provi¬ 
dence to move up short horses nor was she at 
all piqued by the suggested shortcomings of 
either her jockey or his mother. 

There have, however, been times when Mrs. 
Valenzuela’s prayers seemed to have been the 
difference between victory and defeat when 
her boys were bootin’ ’em home—like when 
Prince John and Career Boy finished as one 
in the 1955 Garden State Stakes. Mrs. Valen¬ 
zuela’s boy, Angel, got the decision and 10 
per cent of $157,918.50. And, more recently, 
there was the time when Third Brother and 
Dedicate locked at the end of the Bowie 
Handicap. This time the winner’s pot was but 
$18,600—but $1,860 will feed 11 brothers 
and sisters for a week, anyway. 

The Bowie was Third Brother’s first essay 
of the season and Trainer J. H. "Casey” Hayes 
deserves no little credit for the fine job of 
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conditioning he did to have his horse whip 
more seasoned runners in his first pop. 

Third Brother came from last place to win 
by a whisker in 1:44 2/5 for the mile and a 
sixteenth. Mrs. Jan Burke’s Dedicate was 
robbed of the services of Jockey Bill Boland 
when adverse flying conditions grounded the 
talented reinsman in South Carolina. "Stand¬ 
by” Oliver Cutshaw substituted for Boland and 
just missed getting the job done. Paper Tiger 
again closed well to nab third money. 

Before the result was made official the win¬ 
ner had to withstand a claim of foul made by 
Richard Lawless, rider of Paper Tiger. After 
viewing the films the stewards allowed the 
finish to remain unchanged. 

Six days before Third Brother raced to his 
Bowie triumph, his dam, Hildene, 19-year-old 
daughter of Bubbling Over—Fancy Racket, by 
* Wrack, died at Claiborne Farm, Lexington, 
after foaling a Tom Fool colt. She was the 
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SOLAR SYSTEM after winning the Barbara 
Frietchie Handicap. In the winner’s circle are 
Miss Virginia Voigt, Trainer Woods Garth 
and Mrs. Louis G. Voigt, owner of Solar Sys¬ 
tem. The veteran Jimmy Lynch is the rider. 
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Bill Boland on DEDICATE in the winner’s 
circle after Mrs. Jan Burke’s representative 
won the $100,000 Campbell Memorial ’Cap. 

dam of the stakes winners Hill Prince, Mango- 
hick, Prince Hill and Third Brother. 

Third Brother, a son of *Princequillo, came 
into his own last fall and was good enough to 
make Nashua come to him in the Jockey Club 
Gold Cup. He promises to be a prominent 
factor in the handicap division this season, 
particularly over the longer routes. 

NEW FACE, SAME COLORS: It just 
wouldn’t have been a meeting at Bowie if one 
of Hirsch Jacobs’ horses didn’t win a stakes 
race there. Joe Jones, Stymie’s best son, had 
played the lead in several past seasons at 
Bowie but he went wrong at Santa Anita last 
winter. Hirsch, ex-pigeon fancier who has 
won more national training titles than any 
other man in history and who, probably has 
won more races than any of his contempo¬ 
raries when he didn’t have the best horse, 
groomed Promised Land for honors this year. 

A three-year-old son of Palestinian-Mahmou- 
dess, by * Mahmoud, Promised Land earned 
his first big victory in the Governor’s Gold 
Cup on March 23. This $30,000-added, seven- 
furlong number highlighted the third best 
betting day in Bowie’s history. J. L. Appel- 
baum’s fast Mister Jive was second and Nah 
Hiss, owned by Mrs. Jules Schwartz, was third. 

The winner was part of a three-horse Jacobs 
entry, he being aided and abetted in the run¬ 
ning by Pertshire (early speed), and Roscoe 
Maney. The latter, incidentally, is named for 
the colored groom who rubbed Palestinian, 
sire of the Gold Cup winner. Joe Jones, it 
will be recalled, was named for Stymie’s 
groom. 
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Promised Land was bred by Bieber-Jacobs 
Stables which maintains Stymie Manor in 
Monkton. The Gold Cup victor is the second 
stakes winner this season for his dam Mah- 
moudess also produced the Camino Real Han¬ 
dicap winner. Born Rich. Mahmoudess, a 
durable racemare, started 117 times, and her 
long campaign on the track hasn’t seemed to 
have been to the detriment of her career as a 
producer. Her four foals to race are winners 
and half of them have won stakes. A full 
brother to Promised Land and his yearling 
half-sister (by *Turn-to) are at Stymie Manor. 

A MYTH IS AS GOOD AS A MILE: The 
Greeks have a word for the Santa Barbara 
Handicap winner: Pylades, pronounced Pill'- 
ah-deez. Noah Webster, of the dictionary 
Websters, relates that according to Greek 
mythology Pylades was a son of the king of 
Phocis, and a nephew of Agamemnon, who 
assisted Orestes in his plot against Clytemnes- 
tra and Aegisthus and eventually married 
Electra. He comes by his name because he is 
a son of * Orestes III, sometimes known as 
Nick the Greek. 

Pylades is Maryland-bred, having been foaled 
at Country Life Farm. Bred by Mrs. Vaughn 
Flannery, he was foaled on Income Tax Day, 
1953. Four years ago that was March 15, 
instead of a month later, as it is now. 

The Myers boys of Monkton liked the looks 
of Cannobie Lee’s yearling son when he 
stepped into the sales ring at Garden State 
three years ago. They put up $2,200 and took 
him home with them to the Manor. As a two- 
year-old he won two of five starts and showed 
the Myerses enough to earn himself nomina¬ 
tions to the Derby and Preakness. Sold pri¬ 
vately to R. O. J. Streuber early the following 
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Gay Star, improving young Maryland-bred 
three-year-old that showed excellent form at 
Bowie, winning several races. W. Cox up. 
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year, Pylades failed to live up to classic con¬ 
siderations, winning just one of his eight 
starts as a sophomore. 

This year he’s been meeting and beating 
better horses than ever. Behind him in the 
Santa Barbara were Terrang, Due de Fer, 
Porterhouse, Arrogate, Social Climber and 
Cleofosta. Weighted at 107—17 pounds be¬ 
low the topweighted runner-up, Terrang— 
Pylades ran the fastest mile and a sixteenth of 
the Santa Anita meeting when he clicked off 
that distance in 1:42 in the Santa Barbara. He 
never was headed and held a growing two-and- 
one-half lengths margin at the wire. 

Trainer B. Frank Christmas conditions the 
Streuber horses, which since the Santa Anita 
meeting closed, were transferred to Jamaica. 

Cannobie Lee, a daughter of the home stal¬ 
lion Lochinvar, is owned by John and Joe 
Pons, which in turn own Country Life Farm. 
She is a 100 per cent producer, her three foals 
to race being winners. A week after Pylades 
elevated himself into stakes ranks, his three- 
year-old half-sister, Sike, electrified a Bowie 
crowd of 12,151 by winning a mile and a 
sixteenth race at $123.40 for each $2 invested. 
Running under a $2,500 tag, she won by two 
lengths after losing much ground and ap¬ 
peared to be worth more than her price tag. 
Allowing that Santa Anita is much faster than 
Bowie, a comparison of Pylades’ and Sike’s 
times over the same distance still is surprising. 
Pylades required 7 3/5 seconds less than his 
half-sibling to accomplish his task! 

Including the Santa Barbara, Pylades’ earn¬ 
ings total $31,605. He has started only 17 
times in two and one-third seasons. He has 
5 wins, 2 seconds and a third to show for his 
efforts. 

Pylades is the second stakes winner for his 
sire, *Orestes III, which stands at Larry Mac- 
Phail’s Glenangus Farm, Bel Air. Aeschylus, 
Doug Small’s Laurel Turf Cup winner, is the 
other. 

TAILIN’ OFF: Mrs. Ben Cohen’s War Age, 
stakes-winning son of War Relic and Ellen- 
dale, has been retired and will make the re¬ 
mainder of the 1957 season at Amory Has¬ 
kell’s Woodland Farm, Red Bank, N. J. Dur¬ 
ing his seven-year racing career War Age won 
28 of 79 starts and $99,075. . . . Dates for 
Maryland’s three major spring cross-country 
meets: My Lady’s Manor, Saturday, April 13; 
Grand National, Saturday, April 20; Mary¬ 
land Hunt Cup, Saturday, April 27. . . . Gar¬ 
den State Park’s fall dates will clip Laurel’s 
heels this fall. . . . Florida breeders interested 


in buying Loser Weeper.>.>?? . . . Alfred G. 
Vanderbilt’s horses were loaded at Timonium 
on March 20, bound for Hollywood Park. 
Find, Crash Dive, Social Outcast, Flotsam and 
13 two-year-olds made up the shipment. . . . 
Alfred Vanderbilt married Jean Harvey in 
Mexico City on March 12. Her first, his third. 
. . . The Rhymer is maternal grandsire of the 
1956 stakes winner, Toby B. . . . Nominations 
to the Preakness closed on February 15 with 
136 three-year-olds named to the $100,000 
middle jewel of the Triple Crown. 

Maryland Horses in Chesapeake 

A quintet of horses with a bona-fide Mary¬ 
land background is going to hold a strong 
hand on April 20 when Laurel offers the 36th 
edition of the Chesapeake Stakes for three- 
year-olds. 

The Chesapeake, a long-time Kentucky 
Derby preview because of its mile-and-a-six- 
teenth distance, is a highlight of Laurel’s April 
1—May 4 spring meet, along with the Laurel 
Handicap on April 27. 

Of the five Marylanders nominated for the 
$20,000 fixture, two are Maryland-owned and 
bred, two are owned by Marylanders, and one 
is a Maryland-bred. 

The Maryland-owned-and-bred horses al¬ 
ready entered are Sags Gem, belonging to 
Stanley Sagner, and Pajama Tops, the property 
of Halcyon Stable. Pro-Brandy was bred in 
Maryland, but is owned by the Carolyn K. 
Stable of Irving Kirschbaum of Deal, N. J. 

Dark Trust and Intensify are Maryland- 
owned, but were bred out of state. The former 
is the property of C. Allen Fusca of Lutherville, 
while the latter runs in the blue and purple of 
Harry Isaacs of Baltimore. 

Sags Gem, Pro-Brandy and Pajama Tops 
are stakes winners. More than that, the last 
two have been named for the Kentucky Derby 
on May 4 and the Preakness on May 18. Sags 
Gem, while not a Derby nominee, is a Preak¬ 
ness hopeful. Dark Trust is also in both these 
three-year-old classics. 

Most of these Chesapeake hopefuls will re¬ 
ceive a tune-up effort in the $10,000 Chesa¬ 
peake Trial on April 13. The Trial, set for 
three-quarters of a mile, will be remembered 
as the race in which Saggy, sire of Sags Gem, 
defeated the great Citation in 1948. Citation, 
however, went on to win the Chesapeake and 
the Derby to follow in the footsteps of Whis¬ 
kery, Cavalcade and War Admiral, which ac¬ 
complished the same feat. 
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Yearling Show 

The Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association's 
Twenty-third Annual Yearling Show will be 
held at Pimlico on Sunday, May 12, begin- 
ning at 2 P.M.

327 In Selima 

Fashionably-bred fillies continue to dominate 
the eligibility list for the thirty-second running 
of the $70,000 Selima Stakes at Laurel race 
track next fall. 

A check of the original 581 nominees made 
eligible last May reveals that 327 two-year-old 
fillies still have the right to compete for the 
lucrative purse of the mile and a sixteenth 
Selima. Their owners paid $40 each for the 
right to keep them eligible last month and must 
put up another $50 on June 15 for the privilege 
of retaining their names on the books. 

To this will be added a $250 entrance fee 
and another $250 to start. The total accumula¬ 
tion plus the original $10 nominating fee and 
the $30,000 added by Laurel provides a gross 
purse of some $70,000 of which approximately 
$55,000 goes to the winning owner. 

In number of candidates, Llangollen Farm 
dominates the Selima picture with eleven fillies, 
five of them by the imported sire, Endeavour II. 
King Ranch has nine, two of them sired by the 
Kentucky Derby winners Middleground and 
Bold Venture. Calumet Farm is third with eight 
eligibles.

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Preakness Entries 

Bold Ruler and Gen. Duke have been nomi¬ 
nated along with 134 other sophomore colts 
and geldings for the 81st running of the 
$100,000 Preakness on Saturday, May 18, at 
Pimlico Race Course. 

The Preakness is famed as the middle jewel 
in the Triple Crown, the only official series 
in American racing, which also embraces the 
Kentucky Derby on May 4 and the Belmont 
Stakes on June 15. 

Of the 136 Preakness eligibles, 99 are eligi¬ 
ble for all three Triple Crown races which 
closed for nominations on February 15. That 
is one-less Triple Crown eligible than in 1956 
when the Florida-bred Needles won two of the 
three events. 

The top five colts in the 1957 Experimental 
Flandicap—Barbizon, Bold Ruler, Federal 
Hill, Amarullah and Ambehaving—are among 


the nominees for the Preakness along with 
such colts as Prince Khaled, Gallant Man and 
Sags Gem which have already won stakes races 
this season. 

Leading nominator was Mrs. Gene Markey’s 
Calumet Farm with six, followed by the Ada 
L. Rice Stable with five, and Maine Chance 
Farm, Cain Hoy Stable and Mrs. E. D. Jacobs 
with four each. 

Calumet, which equalled the modern record 
for Preakness winners by sending out Fabius 
last spring for its fifth victory in this historic 
race, named Gen. Duke, Barbizon, Iron Liege, 
Simon Kenton, Whig and Boone Blaze. The 
first three listed carry the main hopes of Calu¬ 
met which currently is the nations leading 
racing stable.

In the list of Leading Maryland Broodmare 
Sires, a department of the Stallion Report 
published last month, there was a glaring over¬ 
sight. 

The name of Mowlee was omitted from 
the list. 

Mowlee, now dead, stood seventh. Off¬ 
spring of mares begotten by him produced 
winners of $71,240. 

Among the mares to represent the deceased 
sire were Nell Mowlee and Nellie Mowlee, out 
of Linton Nell, by Pennant; and Bola Mowlee, 
out of Bubola, by Bubbling Over. 

Nell Mowlee produced Alan C., Ala Mowlee, 
King Mowlee and Milady Mowlee. These four 
have earned about $115,000. 

Nellie Mowlee produced the stakes winner, 
La Corredora. 

Bola Mowlee, which died in December, was 
the dam of Senator Joe and Jeannie C. 

Mowlee in his limited career at stud, also 
sired General Mowlee which finished second to 
Challedon in one event and placed behind 
Marriage in another; and English Harry the 
champion marathon horse that set distance rec¬ 
ords on the West Coast.

Maryland horse show followers long have 
been acquainted with a rather pedestrian-look¬ 
ing gray mare named Hi-Li, which has won 
two jumper championships and a reserve in 
the Association of Maryland Horse Shows for 
owner Fred J. Hughes, Jr. But few people who 
have watched Hi-Li over a big fence would 
suspect that she has another specialty—unless 
they saw her in the Potomac Hunt’s hunter 
trials on March 23, where she won the cham¬ 
pionship. 

Hi-Li waited until day’s end to start piling 
up points, which she was able to do in the 
late stages because of a peculiar point-scoring 
system in which ribbons won in pairs or team 
classes count full value, instead of the half¬ 
value usually allotted them. Hi-Li was a mem¬ 
ber of winning combinations in both of these 
events, and also took the "questionmark,” 
which turned out to be a backwards trip over 
the outside course. 

Reserve behind Hi-Li was Mrs. Garvin E. 
Tankersley’s bay daughter of Warcraft, Crafty 
Miss, which hit her stride over the long 
Potomac route and captured the host hunt’s 
two most important trophies, the Joseph J. 
Cotter Memorial Bowl for open hunters, and 
the Exnicios Trophy for owners to ride. 

Mrs. Tankersley, owner of Al-Marah Arabian 
Horse Farm near Potomac, has two ranches in 
Montgomery County, plus her home farm on 
River Road, and owns more horses than any¬ 
body has gotten around to counting recently. 
Despite the absence of an official census-taker, 
estimates indicate that Al-Marah has maybe 
200 horses, almost all of them either purebred 
Arabian or at least part Arab, which is the 
specialty of the house. 

Crafty Miss, one of the few beasts in the 
Tankersley menage which has no Arabian 
blood, was bought in Virginia a couple of 
years ago for Mrs. Tankersley to hunt. This 
show season, ’’Crafty” will be turned over to 
Sharolyn Brite, teen-age daughter of Al-Ma- 
rah’s manager, Harold Brite, to show around 
the Maryland and Virginia circuit—a typical 
gesture by Mrs. Tankersley, who has watched 
Sharolyn grow up and wants her to enjoy 
jumping. 
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Most Potomac folk recall Crafty Miss as 
being one of the two horses which Mrs. Tank¬ 
ersley seasonally jumped throughout a single 
afternoon afield behind hounds. She had as her 
guest on this occasion Mrs. Clarence Mannion, 
of South Bend, Ind., who has spent most of 
her life with Arab cutting horses but never 
has jumped. In borrowed hunting clothes, Mrs. 
Mannion looked as glamorous as a movie star. 
But at each jump, she hopped down and ex¬ 
changed horses with ’’Bazy” Tankersley, who 
jumped first her own mount and then Mrs. 
Mannion’s over each of about 15 or so jumps. 

Nobody had the forethought to count how 
many times these two ladies risked climbing 
up and hopping down from horseses during 
the course of the afternoon, but it was a 
noteworthy advertisement for the hunting vir¬ 
tues of the Arabian horse, anyway. The pure¬ 
bred Arab of the duo, an experienced jumper 
named Afmaar, was the lowest to the ground 
and thus made the easiest target when the 
riders were changing horses, always at top 
speed. 

Potomac’s hunter trials, usually victimized 
by the worst weather this side of Charles 
Town, this year was blessed by a genuine 
tulip-growing day. The sun shone harder and 
warmer than it had done on this date within

the memory of the oldest inhabitant, and as 
a direct result, more spectators appeared than 
had shown up for a similar period at one of 
these affairs.

Fences were low 
and jumpable—so low, in fact, that there 
were almost no casualties throughout a long 
day of showing. And because of the easy 
fences, a tremendous number of entries ap¬ 
peared—30 or more to a class, which made 
the proceedings end at dark. (There were 
eight hunt teams, or slightly more than 
usually appear in Madison Square Garden, al¬ 
though the comparison ended there.)

Cherry Blossom Candidates 

Laurel will honor fillies and mares Saturday, 
April 6, when it features the Cherry Blossom 
Handicap at six furlongs. Among those nomi¬ 
nated for the $10,000 added attraction are 
Solar System, winner of the Barbara Frietchie 
Handicap, Cool Stream and Sorceress, third 
and fourth, respectively. 

The Cherry Blossom was first run in 1951 
for three-year-olds under allowance conditions 
as a stake. First name to grace the event named 
for the spring-blooming Japanese flower was 
Stanley C. Mikell’s Repetoire who defeated 
General Staff and Alerted. The speedy filly 
Cinda conquered Pintor and Oreo the next 
year, after which the Cherry Blossom was run 
at Bowie at seven furlongs with Hueso the 
winner. In 1954, Mrs. Ada L. Rice’s Ring 
King annexed the sophomore sprint stake and 
later won the Chesapeake, a major test for 
Kentucky Derby hopefuls. 

This year Laurel officials reinstated the 
Cherry Blossom as a handicap for distaff per¬ 
formers after a lapse of two years. 

Solar System, six-year-old mare by the Vir¬ 
ginia stallion Air Hero out of Scottwoods by 
Ksar, recorded her first stakes victory in the 
Barbara Frietchie after having placed to Cool 
Stream and Ultra Smart in two earlier appear¬ 
ances at Bowie. In 1956, the mare owned by 
Mrs. Louis G. Voigt, Jr., of Flint Rock, Va., 
won three of 22 starts, but was second and 
third five times to earn nearly $13,000. 

R. N. Webster’s Sorceress was the beaten 
favorite in the Bowie fixture, but had per¬ 
formed creditably against the best of her sex. 
The five-year-old Slide Rule—Quick Touch 
mare was a fast-closing fourth to Maine 
Chance Farm’s Myrtle’s Jet in her first start 
this winter at Hialeah and followed that effort 
with a front-running allowance score. The 
speedy mare placed in the Interborough Han¬ 
dicap last year, but was a stakes winner as a 
two-year-old, capturing a division of the Polly 
Drummond. 

Walter J. Appel’s Cool Stream, second 
choice in the Barbara Frietchie off her triumph 
over Solar System in her 1957 debut at Bowie, 
rallied mildly after a slow beginning. Among 
Cool Stream’s 1956 quartet of victories is a 
score over Little Pache.

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William F. Schluderberg 


William F. Schluderberg, well-known Balti¬ 
more meat packer and civic leader, died sud¬ 
denly at Hollywood, Florida, on March 2. He 
was sixty-two. 

Mrs. Schluderberg, the former Marie Mar¬ 
garet Kurdle, who accompanied her husband 
to the southern resort for a combination busi¬ 
ness and pleasure trip, was at his side when 
death came. 

Mr. Schluderberg, president of the William 
Schluderberg-T. J. Kurdle Company ("Ess- 
kay”) since 1919, had been recuperating from 
a heart attack suffered last November. 

William F. Schluderberg was president of 
the Timonimum Fair, treasurer of the Balti¬ 
more Orioles, a vice-president of the Associa¬ 
tion of Commerce, a director of the Equitable 
Trust Company and the Savings Bank of 
Baltimore, and vice-chairman of the American 
Meat Institute. 

One of the reasons he was in Florida was 
to attend the annual convention of the latter 
organization. He was also a member of the 
old City Aviation Commission, which planned 
Friendship International Airport. 

During the 1930 s Mr. Schluderberg ac¬ 
quired Wilmae Farms at Monkton, where he 
developed Aberdeen Angus breeding herds, 
Berkshire Hogs and Belgian Horses. 

Mr. and Mrs. Schluderberg made their home 
in Baltimore at the Northway Apartments on 
North Charles Street. 

Born in Baltimore on April 16, 1894, Mr. 
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Schluderberg was the son of George and Mar¬ 
garet Schluderberg. His grandfather founded 
the meat packing firm of William Schluder¬ 
berg and Son, which consolidated with its East 
Baltimore neighbor, the Thomas J. Kurdle 
Co., in 1919. 

M. L- Dawson Lee 

One of the finest personalities and most 
enthusiastic of horsemen to pass from this 
earth during 1956 was M. L. Dawson Lee, of 
Mountjoy Farm, near Ellicott City, in Howard 
County.
